Then, 
if your «nite is largo aud have not bed- 
hing sufficieut, «he will take the last 
mat aud snpply your wants by depriv- 
ing herself. 

You will often see tho African fell- 
ing the stately trees in the thiokest 
jungles, killing snakes of enormous 
8izo with his cutlass; starting the deer ; 
arousing the leopard from his lair ; the 
wild hog from his silent, lonely re- 
treat. Then, quick as thought, his 
gnn is caught up, and down be brings 
a hog, or a deer, and gomotrmes #acks 
the leopard of his life. 

With the large trees they make thoir 
canocs for transit. They, ont away ! 
taking tho small trecs for their houses, 
thatch for their shingles, and bamboo 
for their matting and floors: 

They are now taking the largest 
of their logs to ship over to England, 
as an article of commerce. When they 
hure seleoted ont everything they can 
ntilize, they then begin to lect the 
fibre from the remaining bamboos, be- 
fore 8etting the entire on fire—on the 
scriptural principle, ** let nothing be 
lost.” Then comes the burning day—a 
windy day in- March. The flames lift 
ap their forked tongues, 'midst coiling 
jets of smoke, and mingling flames and 
steam, the mass is burned, charred and 
consumed, amidst the crackling 
sonnds of burning sticks, and floating, 
burning leaves; with nought but their 
blackened and charred shapes. Hawks 
are darting above to and fro amidest 
the smoke; and waiting coons aronnd, 
awaiting the approach of nightfall, to 
prow! around, ani eat the burnt and 
s00rched snakes, worms and snails, and 
whatever was not destroyed by the 
burning mass, 

In « few days the women go in o0n- 
cert together, with their rice and 
«ticks (caoava) to plant their farms. 
A drum is brought—s9ometimes a born 
—and at agiven signal the musio starts, 
The rice is #cattered "or prit-into anxil 
shells. From 40 to 50 girls and women 
move on with backs bent down; a snail 
shell in the left hand deals out dex- 
trously bat a few grains of rice with 
the thumb and fore finger; whilst 
80me are scattering the sticks at regu- 
lar intervals, which are chopped in by 
these women—(cut the leugth of your 
hand are these cassarder sticks.) Thus 
the large rice farms of, Africa aro 
planted, with hoes as wide as your two 
and three fingers, with handles about a 
foot long; studded with caasadns, an 
article of food with which they make 
**duamboy” or foo-foo,a kind of pudding 
mado by beating it in a mortar, un- 
til it is compounded or ornsbed into 
one 80lid mass or pulp, and which is 
eaten or swallowed after being made 
into rolls or balls about tho size of s 
large taw marble—swallowed without 
chewing— with sonp made from fresh 
meat, okra, beneseed or the leaves of 
the plant, or fish or fowl, highly sca- 
s0ned with cayenne pepper. 

When tho African has completed his 
farm planting in March and April, ho 
turns bis attention to house building ; 
an original architecture of theirs. 
They also commence cutting palm nuts 
for oil, &6. They aro somotimes £66n 
olimbing the tallest graceful aud up- 
right trees, which would be next to im- 
poassible for anybody but an African, s 
squirrel or monkey; it is done by fasten-

To the Chairman and Conference: 


Wo, your committees on ** State of 
/ho Country,” beg leave to eabmit our 
report: 

Liberia is now paazing through s 
very trying ordeal. Tho expoenzes of 
tho /ats expeditionary forces to zottlo 
tronbles at Camp-Palmas greatly om- 
barrassed the oonntry GQnancially, 
The political aspeot of the Repnblio is 
growing more favorable, and wo bo- 
leve it will continne to do 50, as long 
as onr leading citizens and officials 
oontinne to go abroad from year to 
year, and come iu contact with the ad- 
vanoing tide of civilization, and oatch 
the fires of Mmauztry which ars pene- 
trating the very heart of the nation. 
The government has recently put 
$200,000 on tho market, promising to 
redoem the zame in gold on conditions 
which arc easy and jnst. This money 
gave tho conntry great relief from the 
financial burden that had reated zo 
heavily upon her for « year or more, 
and has nl&o given dignity and pres- 
tige to the government at home and 
abroad, 

The connt-wise difionities bave 
been amicably zottiod; 
cont nprizing in Oape mas, 
that unfortunate affair is now well 
within the hands of the government. 
The country, 506 far as we have 
heon able to loarn, is at 
with all foriegn uations and 1s re- 
oeiving diplomatic rocognition from 
tho greatest powers of Enrope and 
America, Oar national flag is respeot- 
ed, and onr diplomatio representa- 
tives aro recoived with marked honor 
in the moet distinguisbed conrts of the 
world. 

The appointment of a French Con- 
«nl to tho court of Liberis, shows the 
friendly feelings of that powerful and 
aggreasivo nation to our Republic, An- 
other tokou of honor was recently 
shown by the United States government 
n the appoiutment. of a scorotary to 
tho U, 8. legatiov, which gives tone 
and diguity to that time-honored sta- 
tion, 

The gradnal immigration of our 
brethren from America into this coun- 
try is another hopeſal sign of future 
power an{ll prosperity, They come to 
ns bringing years of experionce from 
the rigid school of common and skilled 
labor, They come bringing « variety 
of professions, talents, aud industrial 
parsnits, which must give impetus and 
dignity to the department of labor, 

Our educational advantages are not 
what they «should be; however, those 
in anthority are fnlly aware of this 
ſact, and plans have been suggested to 
correct this defectivencas. 

The agrienlture of the country is ad- 
vancing. Large and profitable cuffes 
farms aro $6en along the St. Pant riv- 
er and in other geotions as well. 

Tho leeward connties which have 
lagged behind in agricultural purcnits 
are working up and lannebing out this 
direction. Considerable cuffes is be: 
ing raiged in Grand Basza oonuty, 
while Since and Maryland counties are 
developing the natural recources uf 
thoso s8ections. 

Everything congidered, the country 
is in a hopeful condition, 

Light glimmrers in the distancoo und 
prosperity moves with uawearied stops 
towards our nncestrat home; 

We, your committee, ' recommend 
that our ministers pat themgclves in 
hearty accord and sympatby with the 
government and assist in the further- 
ance of any plan that tends to advance 
our country's interests. By this means 
wo mako fricnds of the powers that bo 
and assist in building up « nationality 
to tho horfor of our race and for the 
ble«sing of our children. 

Wo also recommend that our church 
will become & kind of national bone- 
factor by soliciting the sympathy and 
«1pport of onr church and frionds 
abroad, to help Liberia in ber edacs- 
tional, political and financial strug- 
gles, 

This conutry poggeascs all tho nat- 
nral clements of @ great land, Many 
who havo lived hero for years know 
little of tho intrinsio value of the 
country. Let us become pioneer work- 
ers in every laudablo enterprise of the 
country aud government and thus belp 
vurzelyes nnd thoge who cball follow 
us ou the stage of human existeuce.

We nced a 
thou: and lecturers right here in the 
s0uth to lecture the people on bygicne, 
astronomy, agriculture, temperance, 
bistory and snch things as people in « 
transitional state onght to be instract- 
ed in, But not one in five bundred 
thousand of them appear to have any 
ambition in that direction, In the 
north you find Greek, Latin, matheo- 
matical aud clagsical scholars in gen- 
eral by the thonsands waiters in botels 
and following other scalliouized em- 
ployment, and yet wanting people to 
look up to them as something great or 
recoguize them as **'big” men. Who un*+ 
der heaven is going to regard s hotel 
waiter or a menial employe as & *'big” 
man?

Having recently come in pos8en8ion 
of sotne of the many valuable poetic 
compositions of my late beloved and 
lamented friend and ministerial oom- 
rade, the late Rev, G, G. Yreeland, P. 
E., I have decided to gend « fow ex- 
iraots for pablioation, I did not know 
antil recently thit Brother Vreeland 
was & poet, I knew he was « literary 
genins, bat never thonght him to be 
ch a master of yerses, The real 
worth of some poersons are not known 
notil after they are dead. So with 
Vreeland, Few people knew bis worth. 
Even Bisbop Turner, his champion 
friend, was very much ignorant of it. 
This was tras of Homer, the groeatest 
epic poet that ever lived. Greeocs 
never knew the worth of Homer until 
after be was deal.

Ws next here introdnoa the views of 
Henry Clay on Neged «'avery, *'When 
we cons der the ornelty of the origin 
of Negro s'avery, its nature, the cbar- 
noter of tho fres institntions of the 
whites, and tho irresistible progress of 
pablic opinion throughont America, as 
well as in Earops, it is impoxsible not 
to anticipate frequent invarrections 
among the blacks in the United States; 
they arc rational beings liks onresl ves, 
eapable of feelinz, of refl otion, and 
of judging of what hatarally belongs 
$» them as a portion of the hnman 
race. By the very condition of the 
relation which snbsists between us, 
we are cnemics of each other,” 

Involuntary servituds excepted have 
woe advanced beyond that condition 
and relation above described, and 
which we quote from Henry Clay, 

Tho civil war did not, as it was 
thought it did, entirely blast and con- 
mame the Negro problem,” as »-called, 
in this connatry! From the grave 
elavery is rigzen the 0 called **'Ne gro 
problem.” 

It is denied by sx01me of the alro- 
oates of the Nogroes' rights that there 
be no *'Negro problem” in the United 
States. 

Whether wo agreo or not in the 
term *'Negro problem,” as describing 
the state and condition with whiok the 
entire Negro race is confronted in the 
Uuited Statos, yet we cannot deny of 
the condition or the bad stato of theee 
things that they do actually and really 
exiat, 

Ws here quote from a epecch de- 
lirered by the Hon. James G. Blaine, 
in the United States Senate, when the 
question of admitting the OChinaman 
to the right and the exercise of full 
and norestricted snffrage in the United 
States,

L0tal Preachers Conference. No. 2

In our first article on Local Preach- 
ers' Conference” in Recorder, Oct. 14, 
wo tried, in a general way, to bring be- 
fore the Bishops, ministers and mem- 
bers of the A. M., E. Chnreh the wis- 
dom of organizing the local brethren 
or preachers into conferences in every 
Presiding E'der's district throughont 
the A. M. E. connection. 

The way to obtain the beat reanlts 
from any class of mon is to make them 
ſeel that they are 60mebody, or of zome 
importance— importance to themeelves 
and to the Great Churob to which thoy 
belong, Those brethren wear the hon- 
ors and recommendation of the churob 
of which th-y are, members, and the 
namber in each church is reportel to 
each Annnal Conference, And yet, we 
mnst all confess, that aside from the 
help rendered in their lccal chbarob, 
the connection receives 20 help from 
them whatever, 

And this is largely becanse they aro 
not made to feel they are somebody ; 
many of them remain local preachers 
for years and years. Now and then, 
aud hero and there, in the church a 
past,r 8ees gometLing in one of them 
and recommen1s him to the auntnsl 
conference, or to bs taken up in the in- 
terval, Now it is my opinion if these 
brethren (as many as can leave their 
employmeut at least two days) could 
be called together in a conference once 
& year, 1t would prove most helpful to 
them and the church, too. They wonld 
feel that their recommendation and 
Standing in the church was Tecognized 


and means 8omething. Especialiy 
tho who desire to be zomething 
and do gomething would eotudy 


to improve themeelves as uwever 
before. To have them meet in confer- 
ence once & year would rot only be in- 
epiring to them, bnt it would be «n ex- 
cellent means of education, discipline 
and practical information, which they 
# mach nee] shon!d they enter the 
trareling ministry; indeed, be more 
help to their pastors in the home 
charoh. 

In the conference let them be placed 
on committees, write up reports, «ay,

lies.” We bave bid our experieveces 
of the past! The celebrated Mr, 
Wiltsbire, a highly intellectnal echolar 
and well versed in the language, (us ho 
was & great linguist), a Lative of tho 
West Indies, who was laboring among 
this people in the servios of the chareh 
missionary gociety as «& mizzionary, and 
that for s-veral years 8ncceeded in 


oulightening them. Many youths were 
welt trained up & English studies, and 
what was the resnlt in after years? One 
morning « pretended war broke out; 
the miasion premiges were destroyed ; 
his great library with its valuable 
books and papers ome With useful 
translations were all destroyeuy, 
and poor Wiltsbire and bis wife p:irted 
from each other aud managed the best 
way to find their way through thy 
busb, wandering for several days till 
they were picked up hnangry and naked. 
Poor Wiltsbire died in s few days af- 
ter bis arrival in Freetown of broken 
heart. I saw the vostiges of the Migsion 
premiges, and as I stood on one of its 
foundations, I solemuly thought of the 
past! It is one of its rains that tho 
Soudan missionaries built their house, 
eto. The apot is looking 8ncred, It 
geemed to me then as if poor Wiltsbire 
and his wife's remains wero deposited 
there, I heard the place belongs to 
our missiou—givon by tho king to our 
indefatigable Elder Frederick, Why 
allow thess micsionaries to build 
thero is a problem difficalt for me to 
aolve, Fortunately for all mizsion 
agonts matters are not like before; 
they are all receiving goverument pro- 
tection. 

Kings aud chieftains aro all under 
tho vigilant eyes of armed police. 
Fins fields for «pmigration; graud 
places for miasion xtations; better days 
may yet dawn. Ecre long, the nations 
of the earth will be brought anwder the 
footstool of the oroms. I till cherigb 
hopes for this people. I believe 1
